A JEWISH MILILARY FORCE 
-O Serve Under British Commard in the Defense of

Swmary Statement on the History and Present Status of the Project 
(December, 1941) 

1. Jhe desire of the Jewish pecple to. place 2 mllitary 
Ferse in the field to fight with the British agairst the com- 
hom enemy, is based on the elementary human riyht of self- 
defense. ‘fhe same right is being exercised by Czechs, Poles, 
Norwegians, Pree French and others wno are fighting under 
Hritish commard under their owr flags and insignia. ‘The Jews 
are at a loss to uwerstand why this right should be denied 
to them. They feel they have « special ciaim to it in view of 
the feet that they were the first people to be singled out by 
a 2 common enemy for persecution and terror, The Jews regard 
it & matter of right and honor to meet that challenge as Jews. 

<. The present demand for a Jewish military force to 
fight for the defense of Palestine is not without precedent. 

A stwtlar force was orsated during the first World War. 
Popularly known as the Jewish Legion, it consisted of the 

fon Eranspert Corps, which served in the Gallipoli campaign 

af L938, end, later, of the ESth, SOth, 40th and 4£nd Battalions 
af “he Royal Fusiliers, E.E.F., which saw active service in 

tie Palestine Campaten under Senerel Allenby in 1917. The 
ailerity of the thousands of men whe enllated for the Jewish 


—aie 
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Legion came from countries other than Palestine, many of shen 
from the United States, the Jewish population of Palsstine 
being at that tire less than 6C,0CO. Today that population 
exceeds nalf a million, and is prepared to furnish an army 

ef about three divisions or approximately 50,000 men. 

3. No obdfection, moreover, on technical political grounds 
ean be sustained against the proposal. Under the terms of the 
Marmdate the Jewish National Hame is to all intents and purposes 
a recognized political entity. Its blue-and-white banner is 
its flag. Itm language, Hebrew, is one of the official languages 

f the country. Recognition is alse accorded to its representa- 
tive body, the Jewish National Council (Vaad Leumi). Another 
bedy, the Jewish Agency, is recognized by the Mandatory Power 
as representing the interests of the Jewish people at large 
in the National Home. A Jewish military force, recruited pri- 
marily in the National Home, is entitled to the same status 
as the unite representing Free France, Free Belgium, or any 
of the other European nations that are fighting the common 
enexy . 

4, On August £9, 1929, when war between Germany and Bri- 
tain appeared imminent, the leaders of the World Zionist Move-

In March 1941, however, a letter came from 
the Colonial Secretary atating that, owing to lack of equip-- 
ment, the project would be delayed fer six months, with the 
assurance, nevertheless, that the postponement was not to be 
construed as a reversal of the previous decision. Towards 

the end of the six-months postponement another communication 
from the. Colonial Secretary was received, again postponing 
action tut offering to reconsider the proposal in three months. 
The same reason - technical difficulties - was given for the 
new postponement. Naturally, the plan involved a mumber cf 
technical problems - training centers, transportation, equlp- 
ment - ani since those problems would always exist, the Zionist 
Leaders pressed for a definite decision. the reply which came 
on October 15, was a virtual retraction of the promise made in 
September 1940 and repeated in March 1941.

S. Outstanding American leaders have Supported the 


demand for a Jewish military force, At a public meeting hella 


in Carnegie Hall November 1, 1941, Senator Alben W. Barkley, 
Majority Leader of the ¥. S. Senate, said: 


‘Already thousands of them (the young Jews of Palestine) 


have joined the ranks of the fighters of freedom and they 


hawe been sevving on many fronte: in Lybia, in Rthiopia, 
in Greece and in Syria, and their gallantry has won tha 
Praise of thelr commanders, But there are many thousands 


sore who are anxious io be admitted into those ranks te 
fight with the british as a Jowteh army under thetr own 
flag, even as the acates of the conquered nations, the 
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Free French, the Crechs, the Poles, and others are firhting. 


I trust that the aspirations for the establishment of a Jewish 
arey in defense of liberty may be realised." 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, as Chairman of the American 
Palestine Committee, a body comprising some 700 outstanding 
non-Jewish leaders in every sphere of American life, has stated: 

"As an important bastion of the allied front, the Jews of 
Palestine should be allowed to place a substantial military 
force in the fleld of fight with the other defenders of free-- 
dom in the Widdle East. It is to be regretted that the re- 
wrated offers of such a force made hy the Jewish community in 
Palestine have not yet been accepted." 

In Englant the proposal for a Jewish Army in the Middle 
Bast has had notable support, including that of the Manchester 
Guardian and of the Lomion Times. An editorial in the Man- 
eheater Guardian of Neveaber 16th, 1941 called the failure of 
the negotiations for a Jewish military force "a disturbing 
etery® and urged that Britain should welcome Jewish troops 
with the British forces uniter their own flag. The London 
Tiees pointed out that the Jewish volunteers had rendered 
goed service in Greece, Lybia and Syria although in the ci- 
tations these Jews were deserited only as Palestinians. 

9. The fatlure te grant the Jews of Palestine the ele- 
wentary right of self~dafense and the Jewish people generally 
the right to vinditeate their honer against thetr ruthless op- 
presser, should be considered in the light cf the general 
policy with respect to the Jewlsh National Homo pursued by 
the British Gevrercuent since 1950.

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and the Britiah cause among them woulda gain vastly more by 
british determination than ty the policy of appeasement and 
Surrender represented by the repudiation of Jewish rights 
in Palestine, 

i. TRe war has made it clear that the only element able 
and willing to contribute substantial strength to Britain in 
the Near East is the Palestine Jewish Community, The fact con~ 
firms the centention not only of Zionists but of many farsighted 
Englishmen, that a strong Jewish Palestine is vital for the 
Stabilization of the Middle East and the protection of the 
Suez Canal. While the Jews have laid emphasis on their desire 
te contribute thetr full military share to the common cause, 
Jewish Palestine has proved also an important agricultural and 
industrial esset. to the British war effort.

Sver aime the outhrwak of the war the Jewish Agency realized that it 
we of the utaout Z:pertance that the Palestine economy should be placed. on a 
wis footing ami that the production of fnodstuffa should ba expanded to the 
guximan to seo: the needa of the atlitary, ete, It waa obviously important 
that atlitery supplies should if possible be provided on the spot in onder to 
weve both ties and shipping space, ami expecially so in the case of urjantly 
weeded goods and accessories whose transport from England would have buen too 
slew for utlitey atigoacites, The same applies to repairs, which by the 
aathiee af the work, hed to ve done on thu spot, 

Rafforvnately the industrial effort of Jewlah Palestine has had to be 


wade witheoat Geveranent asetetance, and (at the beginning of the war) oven in 
spite af sinc chotenetion free the Palertine Adwinistration, Gur economic 
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effort had further to contend from the outset with certain serious shortages 
in raw materials, ‘The allitary authorities, happily, unlike the civil. ad- 
aintstration, were constantly helpful, 

The stationing in Palestine of nunerous Arny Units, called for very ea- 
tensive public works, including the butlding aff camps, the erection ef forti- 
ications, the wailding of hospitals, cemstruction of roads, ete, Mary of 
these works hed to be completed on very short notice, ami it was fortinate 
that a large Jewish labor force, skilled in putiding and constmuctionsl work 
and organized in a special contracting organiantdon -— the "Solel Boneh? ~ 
was of the spot, and proved equal to the most exacting tasks, watch it carried 
through to the full aatisfaction of the military authorities, 

Iemediately on the outhreak of the wer, the Hebrew University :ommunt- 
cated with the appropriate authoritics and offered the services of its 
sotentific ataff in the interesta of the war effort, The Hebrew Technical 
Institute in Retfa has been cooperating, since the outbreak of the ver, with

JEVISH TAR OFFER OUTSIDE PaLSSTINE 

The help whrtch Palestine can give is, of course, limited, But be- 
sides the actual Palestine, there is another "potential Palestine" which

1, at the end of July 1941, some 10,900 Palestinian Jews were 
serving in various units of the British army: the R, 4, F,, Royal 
Engineers, Transport Pioneers, infantry, Navy duxiitaries and Anti-ALr— 
eraft Defensa, ‘They particioated in ali campaigns in the Middle East, 
abhyssiata, Dzypt, Lyoia, Greece, Grete, Syris, There are at least anothor 
90,000 te 40,0CC0 young Palestinian Jews who are eager to fight as Jews, by 
the xide of Sngland, 


2, Watle Jawish volunteers are placed in Jewish units, with the 
exception of these serving with the R, A, F,, the Jewieh units are dented 
their Jewish name, ami the Jenish flag, Their existence is officially ig- 
nored, ever were their services mentioned in an officiel dispatch, their 
identity being hidden under the nave of "Palestinians", 


3, The different Jewish units are ali disjointed. The Jewish in- 
fantry companies, for instance-, are not attached to any division, brigade 
oy battalion, ‘They can, therefore, not have proper military training and 
ehety ait? tary usefulneas ia greatly impatred, 


4, Jewish volunteers serving in the R, A. FL - their number is 
1300 — are confined to ground-work, although many of then have the necessary 
keammical qualifications, 


5, A posxible Nasi invasion of Palestine is a much, graver menace t) 
the Jexish community thee than to the population of any other invaded couitry, 
for oovious reasons, and Falestinian Jewry are entitled to defend their country 
to the maximum of their ability and to participate in the defense of the 
British posttiona in the Middle East, of course under British command, but 
unier their ow nane, the Jewinh flag, as an ally of England, enjoying the 
game status ag other allies - the Poles, Czechs, Free Frenoh, etc, 


2, In September 140 the Britiah Cabinet agreed to the formation of 
a teutes ailitary unit consisting of Jews from neutral sountries, with a 
nucleus from Paleetine, to be trained tn England and serve on any front, A 
General to comand the uiit was appointed at that time.
